Mr. Frank Purcell, a roaming 
columnist, apparently more or less 
freewheeling, was In Mendocino 
county awhile back and “wrote up” 
Fort Bragg and Highway 20 from 
Wllllts west and using that travel 
artery as his topic. 

Somehow a half dozen copies of 
Mr. Purcell’s article, printed on a 
good quality of paper and intended 
for distribution, got into the mails 
and ended up on the desk of Super¬ 
visor Paul Poulos of Ukiah and 
Potter Valley. It could be that our 
other four supervisors got an equal 
number, and probably did. 

It seems that Frank made the 
trip from Wlllils to the coast at the 
height of the low season for tour¬ 
ists, when the uninitiated should 
keep to the concrete. He started out 
uver Highway 20 and without con¬ 
sulting his Thrcc-A kept right on 
going, from the Forks where High¬ 
way 20 goes over the Redwood 
highway to Wiliits. 

No one wishes to follow Mr. Pur¬ 
cell from Wlllils to Fort Bragg dur¬ 
ing the wet season, so we will let 
him go It albnc. 

Being the only outlet of a busy 
logging area, the road takes a lot 
of heavy traffic and more than a 
lot of abuse. It's a muddy route in 
tho winter and dusty in the sum¬ 
mer, and it has been in the collect¬ 
ive eye of the board of supervisors 
for so long the members begin 
blinking every timje it is mentioned 
in a board meeting. 

Some day wo will gel it paved 
for tile kind of traffic it carries 
and then wc will invite Frank 

Mr. Purcell not only did not like 
the highway, he didn’t care for 
what he found at the west end. 
He says only two things of interest 
have happened there in the past 
20 years. One of them concerns 
his visit. Tho olher was when a 
ruin runner fell off an 80-foot cliff 
a couple of decades ago. Frank 
was nol so accommodating. 

He estimated the coast metropolis 
at 3000 persons: about one thou¬ 
sand short, and says the original 
settlers were WlUlts folks who 
went over that road and rather 
than endure the return trip, settled 
there. 

The Fort Bragg Chamber of 
Commerce are going to love Mr. 
Purcell. 

Evidently Frank is always get¬ 
ting crossed up by highways and 
byways. In tho same article ho tolls 
of being at Napa and heading out 
of there for Woodland, but didn't 
make it. Instead, he wound up at 
the outskirts of Vallejo and would¬ 
n’t hove known where he was then 
except lor the fact that he coul.d 
read, and the sign told him. 

All this aside, Fort Bragg and 
the coast country of which lhat 
city is a part entertains hundreds 
of visitors every weekend, who 
like the stern and rock-bound 
coast, and to quote Mr. Purcell, 
its "nice stores facing wide streets, 
a flock of bars and card rooms, a 
big lumber mill, and a lot of ocean 
in its front yard.”

The national representative, R. 
O. Hughes of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
wired Brown this morning that 
the mediation board would handle 
negotiations between the order 
and the company. 

The conductors had set the 
strike for 6 A.M. Friday and were 
to be joined in the walkout by 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
engineers, Brotherhood of Loco¬ 
motive Fireman and Enginemen, 
and Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. Brown said 500 men 
from the four unions would have 
been involved in Uie strike. 

Brown said Hughes informed 
him a national mediator would be 
in San Francisco Wednesday to 
arrange meetings between the 
union and company. 

Brown said the union would 
not consider another strike date 
until it saw how the mediation 
sessions progressed. However, he 
emphasized that the union still 
had the right to strike “if the 
meetings prove futile.” 

The conductors charged that the 
company, which operates between 
Tlburon and Eureka, refused lo 
comply with arbitration awards 
affecting pay and working con¬ 
ditions. 

"The arbitration awards, made 
last July, are binding but the com¬ 
pany has refused to comply."
